First Beach Boys CBS album soon to be released 


The first Beach Boys album 
on the CBS label should be 
released in February. There is 
no title for it yet, and its 
definite contents have not 
been disclosed. However, 
according to Pet Sounds 
magazine, a disco version of 
“Here Comes The Night” may 
be featured, This, and a 10 
minute version of the same 
song which may be released 
seperately, were produced 
under the supervision of 
Bruce Johnston and Curt 
Becher, Bruce Johnston has 
again been very much in- 
volved with The Beach Boys 
recently; he played many of 
their summer concert dates 
this year. He may also be seen 


in future concerts. Also, 
according to Pet Sounds, 
“Lady Lynda” may be on the 
album along with other possi- 
bilities such as “California 
Feeling”, “Baby Blue” (by 
Dennis Wilson), “Love Sur- 
rounds Us”, “Santa Ana 
Winds”, “Angel Come 
Home” and “Full Sail”. 

Work on the new album has 
kept The Beach Boys so busy 
that there is virtually no other 
news of them to report. No 
concert tours are scheduled 
until around the first of 
March. 

However, your Christmas 
will be brightened a bit by an 
appearance by The Beach 
Boys on Wednesday Night 


Live (NBC-TV) December 20. 
(Please see editorial). Also, we 
are told that they will appear 
with Jan and Dean on ABC- 
TV's Heroes of Rock and Roll 
on February 2. Recently, Carl 
Wilson was seen on a taped 
interview on Midnight Special 
along with segments of their 
1976 TV special. 

The first BBFUN interna- 
tional convention is slated for 
Long Beach, Calif. on January 
14, 1979. Some of The Beach 
Boys have expressed inten- 
tions of being there. 

According to Lovesongs, 
Celebration’s management, 
Mike Love is to release a solo 
album this coming spring. 
There are no particulars on 


That yet. This will be the 
second Beach Boy solo album. 
Around the same time Cele- 
bration expects to release an 
album. There is presently no 
word on the release of Dennis 
Wilson’s second solo album, 


Carl Wilson and Al Jardine 
may be joining Celebration in 
a Caribbean tour this winter 
after January, which will be 
for the Save the Children 
organization. Portions of this 
tour may be televised in the 
U.S. in the spring, according 
to Lovesongs. 


According to Diane Rovell 
and Pet Sounds, American 
Spring has been left by Rocky 
Pamplin. Barbara Rovell, sister 


of Diane Rovell and Marilyn 
Wilson, has now been added 
to the group, which has been 
spending a lot of time in the 
studio. 


Jan and Dean, backed by 
Papa Doo Run Run, put on a 
very well-done and exciting 
show in southern California 
recntly, Ditto for The Load, 
featuring keyboard artist 
Sterling Smith. Sterling is one 
of The Beach Boys’ back-up 
musicians.

: In earlier days he didn't enjoy it as much as lately. 
ise seen him when he wasn't enjoying staying in the 
studio-too long, but at least that was an improvement 
over the past. When | saw him at Criteria studio in Miami

A: We want to know just about everything there is to 
know about the backup people. People have been 
clamoring for a special feature on that. 

E: Well, the current backup group is the guys who 
have been doing it off and on for quite a while. Carly 
Munoz on organ - he plays with other groups and plays 
with his own band as well. 


A: What is the name of it? 

: He plays with a trio, he usually calls it the Carly 
Munoz Trio or the Carly Munoz Group or something like 
that, They played the Troubador about six months ago, | 
believe. Now his music is more or less jazz oriented and 
he’s a really good player, He's from Puerto Rico, and he 
writes, As a matter of fact, | think possibly one of his 
songs is going to be on this new album, I don't know. . . 
a thing called “Companion.” He and Dennis have done a 
lot of writing together and | think that he’s helping 
Dennis produce his album. 


A: This is the CBS album we're talking about, the one 
that should come out around February or so. | hope they 
don’t delay it. 


+ | don’t think so. | think it's pretty well finished. 
Bruce Johnston is really taking the bull by the horns has 
gotten stuff together with Jim Guercio and Kurt 
Boettcher and Brian, too, and Bruce is deeply into the 
disco scene right now and they've done one of the older 
tunes of The Beach Boys, “Here Comes the Night,” it's 
called from the Wild Honey album, and they've redone it 
in disco fashion, and it sounds real good and kind of out 
of the ordinary for the Beach Boys today and in the past. 


A: Well, actually the first song on the MIU Album 
called “She’s Got Rhythm” is sort of a quasi-disco and | 
tried to tell the radio people that “Peggy Sue” was 
bordering on that, too. | don’t know what they thought 
of it, You have to stretch your imagination but at least its 
danceable anyway. 

E: Yeah, it is danceable, | love “She’s Got Rhythm.” | 
haven't heard MIU too much since the first month or so 
that it was released. 

+ | guess at this point it’s something like 150 with a 
star on Billboard and maybe the sales are rising, The 
mail’s not coming in that much, unfortunately. 


E: Rolling Stone roasted it, | think. But | enjoyed the 
album; | enjoyed helping them do it. When Brian came 
out with “She's Got Rhythm” the whole studio just went 
wild - he’s hitting those high notes again and everything. 
It was just great. 

A: He’s really doing a lot better. How many takes. . .? 

E: Believe it or not he came in on the second take and 
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Ed Carter onstage 


sang that thing. He did it once and he was a little 
embarrassed and kind of turned his head and said “I'll do 
it later” and everybody was kind of pulling for him and 
he went out in the studio and sang the second tape. It 
was beautiful! Everybody was jumping up and down in 
the studio. 


A: When a person is nervous it’s almost impossible to 
do it, especially something like that.

A: Just like in the old days. 

E: Yeah. We did some great stuff and came up with 
some funny, you know, like Ray Bradbury, the way he 
writes prose and stories; some of the stuff that Brian 
tame up with, | hope they use it on the album. There's 
one that sounds like a carrousel. He has great ideas and 
unique ideas about everybody playing an octave above 
and playing another track, and tuning it slightly 
differently so it has a real childlike quality to it. 


A: It sounds like back in the old days, 

E: Yeah, it sounds very much to me like Pet Sounds, 
the stuff, | hope they use that. They have so many 
influences now guiding them and they're all good. It 
seems that way so far. | think this oughta be a really top- 
notch album, Sure hope so, 

A: Back to the back-up people for a minute, what 
Carly’s doing, it made me wonder if Charles Lloyd is 
working with him cause he’s into jazz, too. 


E: He is into jazz — | think Charles is more based in 
Santa Barbara with Mike Love and Charles is doing his 
own scene, an album which will be coming out, | don’t 
know when, on him which | helped do part of at MIU, 
and | think he completed it when he came back and 
campared to his past achievements in jazz, this is more 
commerical but still. allows him a lot of freedom, It’s 
really more commercially oriented in the sense of having 
had a sense of development, you know, more 
commercial, something you could hum to in a way 
people could hum the melody. He helped do the 
background track of the Almost Summer movie, So he's 
pretty active. And Mike is real active in that whole 
meditation center up there in Santa Barbara. 

A: What is going on up there with Celebration? Do 
you have any idea? 

E: To tell you the truth, | was working with them for a 
while and since | worked with them I haven't heard too 
much as far as their playing actively. | think they're doing 
a lot of writing?! think they're doing a lot of recording for 
movies and as individuals but | haven't heard 
Celebration — the last thing | saw was the Mike Douglas 
Show or something where they were playing but that was 
taped months and months ago. 

A: It was obviously super-old at that time. 

E: That show was on about a month ago. 

A: Is there anything else you can tell me about the CBS 
album? Of course, everybody's wondering about that, 
what’s on it, the title and stuff. 

E: The title, | don’t know. The last | heard from Bruce it 
was 80% done. | worked on some of the tracks one of 
which is “Lady Lynda.” That’s going to be on it.

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Convention Definite for January 14 


The BBFUN Convention will be Sunday, January 14 
aboard the Queen Mary in Long Beach. Below is a 
registration form. There is an excellent chance at least 
some of The Beach Boys will come. Dennis, Carl and Alan 
have expressed their intention of attending. There are no 
concert tours planned until at least February. Brother 
Records requested that The Beach Boys’ booking agents 
leave January 14 open for the guys. 

David Leaf, editor of “Pet Sounds”, and author of The 
Beach Boys And the California Myth, Fred Vail and 
Rodney Bingenheimer, disc jockey at KROQ will be 
featured speakers. A complete lunch, films and live 
entertainment are also slated. Sales and display tables will 
be open at the beginning of the convention. A soft drink 
bar stocked with colas, fruit juice and mineral water will 
be set up. 

It costs money to rent the space and cover various 
expenses. Therefore, each person who attends the 
convention is asked to kick in a $15 donation. This is 
refundable up to one week before the convention to 
those who find they can’t attend. If you would like to 
attend, register now, as space is limited. The registration 
forms should be sent by all registrants, including those 
who “pre-registered” earlier. Those who have already 
registered and sent donations need not register again. An 
information packet will be sent to all those who actually 
register. 

Please note that no alcoholic beverages may be 
brought into the convention area. This is part of the 
agreement made between BBFUN and The Queen Mary. 
We do not anticipate any problems along this line, but the 
Queen's representative informs us that any person who 
brings alcohol into the convention area will cause 
immediate cancellation of the convention. BBFUN gladly 
agreed to this. A BBFUN member will greet people at the 
door and make sure this agreement is adhered to. The 
Queen is doing quite well by us. We are able to occupy 
the room from 9 am to 1 am on January 14, and there haves 
been no real restrictions placed on activities or noise. We 
are headed for ‘a resounding success! 

For those who want to attend the convention but can’t 
afford the airfare, | have a measure of good news for you. 
Pan American is offering a special $99. round trip from 
New York to Los Angeles. L.A. is quite close to Long 
Beach. This is packed with restrictions, so | would suggest 


WE GO FIRST CLASS SNAIL 

Beginning with this issue, all newsletters bound for the 
U.S. and Canada will be mailed via first class. This is due to 
the extreme slowness of third class mail, causing previous 
issues to arrive outrageously late. 

The cost increases in postage (from 8¥%¢ to 15¢ per 
newsletter in the U.S.), printing and club roster 
computerization neccessitate an increase in annual 
BBFUN dues. The regular dues are now $1.50 per year for 
all members. 

The mailing policy for overseas members will remain 
the same, that is, newsletters will go third class (surface) to 
those who are paying the regular dues of $1.50. Those 
who wish to receive their newsletters by first class (air) 
may pay $3. It costs 20¢ to send newsletters overseas third 
class and 62¢ for first class. | regret the raise of dues, but I 


think first class mail warrants the change. National Reps 


do not need to pay the’ higher rates; newsletters are 
automatically sent first class.

ming each one of the 4 or 5 notes 
it might play to be a certain sound

E: He is the newcomer - yes, 
he isthe newest. And Sterling has 
a vast classical background and 
comes up with some great ideas - 
there’s a bass part on “Lady 


~ E; John Foss played trumpet, 
Lance played trombone, Mike 
Andreas played tenor and alto. 

A: Do you happen to know 
that on some of the records over 
the years when they’ve had 
strings - is this a moog or are 
there really strings? 

E: They have recorded with 
strings but I think usually they use 
a string ensemble Oberheim. Phil 
can get a real great sound with 
the Oberheim, It’s mostly done 
electronically although they will 
take four string players or four 
horn players, for instance, and 
reduplicate those sounds to make 
it very fat, so it sounds like 16 or 
so people playing. 

A: Oh, sort of overtracking, 

E: That’s right. But they can get 
those sounds onstage at least with 
electronic gear. 

A: Do you happen to know 
what are the brand names of the 
amplifiers and instruments and 
things that they use? People ask 
that all the time. 

E: | think the guitar amplifiers 
are mainly Fender Twin amps, 
and we're using these Mitchell 
cabinets for the speakers, But 
mainly it’s that Fender Twin 
sound and then they have a vast 
array of Gibson and Fender 
guitars that they use; they have a 
couple of 12-strings they're using. 
They have at least two Gibson Les 
Paul guitars and a Gibson 355, | 
think it’s called. It’s a semi-hollow 
electronic guitar. Carl uses a Gret 
guitar. When | play guitar with 
Carl and Brian's playing the set 1 
usually play a Stratocaster guitar. 

A: What do you prefer? 

E: | usually have a Gibson Les 
Paul for myself. At home when | 
play, or if | play in a session, that 
sound is so much on the stage, so 
| prefer to cut through the 
Stratocaster, it gives it a lot more 
highs. And they they use melody 
pads on the compressors and 
these other electronic boxes 
which you can equalize or shape 
the sound, sustain the sound or 
boost the volume of the sound,
